Commissioners’ Report 





To THE CirTizENS OF SULLIVAN COUNTY 2° 


In compliance with the Public Statutes of New Hampshire 
we respectfully submit the following report together with the re- 
ports of the other County Officers : 

The cost of supporting the poor of the county has been in- 
creasing each year from various causes. The total cost has been:

‘The amount to be raised for 1898 is the same as last year. 

We have accomplished something the last year in the way 
of removing people to the almshouse, who have been supported 
outside, at quite an expense, but there are still quite a number 
who ought to be taken there. We are sure that in most cases 
they will be made more comfortable at the almshouse than they 
can be where they now are and at much less expense to the 
County. We ask the overseers of the poor in the several towns 
to aid us in our efforts to accomplish this result. We also ask 
the overseers of the poor to see, as far as lies in their power, that 
in cases where poor persons have an allowance for a certain 
amount of goods per week that the money is not used in an im- 
provident manner. 

We have made some needed repairs at the County Farm the 
past year, such as laying a hard wood floor in the dining room 
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and shingling the Superintendent’s house. We have also had a 
large hen house built. The expense of all this has been charged 
in this year’s expenses, thus slightly increasing the price of board 
per week. We feel under great obligations to Mr. and Mrs... 
Willard, superintendent and matron, for their untiring efforts im 
the interest of the inmates and in the management of the institu- 
tion in their charge. We also desire to thank the ladies of the 
W.C. T. U. for their very pleasant and welcome visits to the 
_almshouse and for the large and generous supply of presents. 
which they brought with them. We think these visits have a 
good effect upon the inmates.

There has been one 
birth. We had two cases of diphtheria during the autumn, but 
by a careful quarantine the disease did not spread: further. I am 
able to report to you that the Institution is in a very satisfactory 
sanitary condition. The buildings are well cared for and kept 
clean, and the inmates well clothed, fed, warm and comfortable. i 

The world is full of people who are not nearly as well off as 
the inmates at the County Farm. The suffering ones: have often 
told me of the kindness of the officers in charge, and I believe 
those who need special care always receive it.

To Town Overseers of the Poor 





In order to correct the idea that seems to be held by many 
people that there is something that they call ‘State Aid” we 
print the law in regard to furnishing aid to soldiers, their wives, 
widows and minor children, in certain cases, at some place other 
than at town or county almshouses. 


CHAPTER 84, PUBLIC STATUTES OF NEW HAMP- 
SHIRE. 


SEc. 9. Whenever any person, resident in this state, who 
enlisted in the quota of this state, and was reckoned and served 
as a soldier or sailor from New Hampshire in the army or navy 
of the United States, in the war of the Rebellion, and who 
received an honorable discharge, not being under guardianship 
or legal restraint, shall become poor and unable to provide main- 
tenance for himself and dependent family, such person, his wife, 
widow or minor children, or such of the children as are unable 
to maintain themselves, shall be supported at the public expense 
in the town or city of their abode, at their own home or such 
place, other than a town or county almshouse, as the overseer ot

the poor or the county commissioners shall deem right and 
proper, but no person shall receive aid under the provisions of 
this section unless he has resided in this state three years or more 
before making application for such aid; and no person shall 
while receiving aid under the provisions of this section, use in- 
toxicating liquors to an extent which will render him incapable 
of working at his usual occupation ; and no person receiving aid 
under the provisions of this section shall sell any articles furnish- 
ed him, nor exchange them for intoxicating liquors, nor share 
any such aid with any persons other than those above named as 
being entitled to the benefit of these provisions. Any person re- 
ceiving aid under the provisions of this section, who receives a 
pension from the United States government, shall, while receiv- 
ing such aid, apply the pension to the support of himself and de- 
pendent family, and shall, when requested, furnish to the over- 
seers of the poor or the county commissioners, satisfactory proof 
that such pension has been so applied. Any person applying 
for such aid shail, when requested, furnish to the county com- 
missioners or the overseers of the poor the certificate of a reputa- 
ble physician, resident in the county in which he lives, as to any 
incapacity on his part to perform manual labor. Neglect by any 
person applying for:or receiving aid under the provisions of this 
section to comply with the foregoing provisions and conditions 
shall relieve the town or county liable for such pension support 
from the provisions of this section so far as such person is con- 
cerned, and such person may be supported at the town or county 
almshouse. 

Sec. 10. The expense of support furnished under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section shall be kept and reported in a 
separate account under the head of «‘Aid furnished to dependent 
soldiers and their families,” and not in the general pauper ac- 
count, but shall be recoverable of the person, town or county 
liable therefor as in other cases. 

Sec. 11. The county commissioners or the overseers of 
‘the poor of any town may require any person applving for aid 
under the provisions of Section 9 of this chapter, who is eligible 
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for admission, to make application for admission to the New 
Hampshire Soldiers’ Home, in case he has no family or settled 
place of abode, whenever in their discretion they deem it best ; 
and if such person refuses to make such application, or if ad- 
mitted refuses to goto said Soldiers’ Home, the county or the 
town shall be relieved from the provisions of the two preceding 
sections so far as such person is concerned, and he may be sup- 
ported at the county or town almshouse. 

Your attention is also directed to Chapter 85, Sections 1, 2 
and 5: 

SEc. 1. County paupers are those for whose support no 
person or town in this state is chargeable. 

Sec. 2. The county commissioners may make needful 
orders and regulations for the removal of county paupers to the 
county poor farm, or any other place by them designated; and 
no town shall be entitled to compensation for the support of a 
county pauper after notice of and neglect to comply with such 
order. 

Src. 5.. The overseers of the poor shall take and transmit 
to the county commissioners, within thirty days after the expen- 
ditures were made, the affidavit of every pauper on whose ac- 
count they were made, if the pauper is capable, otherwise of 
some well informed person, as to the pauper’s age, place of birth, 
places of residence, time of residence in each place, and the time 
when and place where he or any of his family have been relieved 
or supported. 
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
